ENGLISH LAW, 

An interesting case connected with 
the law of married womea’s property 
was decided a few days ago in the 
Eoglish Court of Appeal. A Miss 

Farquharson, on the eve of her mar- 
riage to Mr. Hofa Williams, ordered 
a trousseau costing several thousand 
dollars of a London milliner named 
Mercier. The modiste, being tired of 
dunniag, at last sued the bride in her 
own name, apart from her husband, 

and seized her jewelry. Mrs. Williams 
contended that the jewelry, which bad 
been given to her by her friends and 
her husband, belonged in law to bim, 
and could not, therefore, be seized to 
satisfy a claim against her. Lord 
Chief- Justice Coleridge held that her 
contention was sound, and a court in 
banc was evenly divided on the 
question whether his ruling was right. 

' The case was taken to the Court of 

Appeal, and every one had prepared 

for an exciting and subtle discussion, 

when the Master of the Rolls raised a 

“quzstion overlooked by eminent 

co insel and gifted judges in the two 
previous trials. ‘‘ Was there any mar- 
riage settlement between Mr. and Mra.

WasHINeTON, June 15. 
General Rosecrans said to-night that 
the statement that General Stager had 
told him of the Garfield interview with 
Stanton -at Louisville was incorrect;

Colonel 8. K. Hunton, of this city, 
who commanded the First Michigan 
Engineer Corps at Chickamauga. was 
interviewed on the Garfield-Rosecrans 
controversy. He says he was ina 
position to know what was gofng on 
at that time, and knew the substance 
of many cipher dispatches passing; 
that Garfield may have been indis- 
creet, but Was never disloyal to his 
commander; that the proofs are in ex- 
istence to substantiate those state- 
ments, that here are officers now in 
the reguiar army who could clear 
Gartield’s memory from aspersion 
were it not for the fear of offending a 
West Point graduate (apparently 
meaning General Rosecrans). He 
refuses to state the nature of this evi- 
dence, on the ground that it is not 
the proper time forit. He believes 
this controversy has beea instituted 
by Resecrans’ friends to put him in 
training for the Presidency of the 
United States, 


THE GENERAL GETS MAD. — 


WasHINGTON, June 15. 

General Rosecrans deems that he is 
being badly treated by his Democratic 
friends in San Francisco. He furn- 
ishes the following to a correspondent 
to-day: “In the face of my pledges 
to the people in 1880, of my life-leng 
character, and of what I had done in 
Congress on the Chinese question, 
mean and mousing liars, taking ad- 
vantage of my absence and the silence 
of the press, have been peddling 
around the falsehoods that I had been 
untrue to these pledges. My col- 
leagues of national character contra- 
dicted the lies, and I submit their tes- 
timony and my own word to all Con- 
gressmen against the poison of the 
Chronicle and its scurrilovs tale. To 
the best of my knowledge and belief 
the railroad influence 1s against me. 
The do not forgive wrongs they have 
done, much less requite favors. They 
know they can neither buy nor use 
me for any unjust legislation. My 
well-known, persistent and constant 
adhesion to convictions is a gvarantee 
that I will, under all circumstances, 
stand by the interests of the people on 
this question. The Chronicle can't 
Oppose me without disregarding its 
own position on that question. 


Political Surpositions. 
WasHINGTON, June 15. 

It isramored here that the Presi- 
dent had advised Senator Cameron to 
take steps for calling a new Republi- 
can Convention in Pennsylvania, as 
the only way possible in which party 
troubles there can be managed. This 
statement cannot be positively con- 
firmed. Senator Cameron left the 
city te—day, and it is said he has gone 
to New York. The President is not 
presumed to be taking a hand in Penn- 
sy!vania politics, and at the White 
House nothing is known of the rumor. 
The report, that the Presideut has con- 
cluded to keep his hand out of the 
Republican muss in New York State, 
seems well founded, and bas attracted 
considerable attention. It was as- 
serted that the influence of the admin- 
istration would he exe:ted to defeat 
Cornell. A recent visit of Mr. John 
Starin to the city, subsequent to the 
President’s return from New York, 
gave color to the supposition that 
tinal arrangements had been made ina 
deal that was to set -p Starin as the 
administration candidate for Governor, 
It now appears that Starin was told 
the President would be glad to see 
him vominated, but could not take 
steps that, by embittering faction 
fights, would certainly give the State 
to the Demacrots. 


A Nice Bout bet ween High Officials. 
WaAsHINGTON, June 16. 
At an interview between the Post— 
master—General, Van Wyck and Kelly, 
when the former had concluded his 
catechism, the Senator turned upon 
his questiener and said: 


it? I want to know if you intend me 
to understand that because I vote ac- 


cording to my convictions in the Sen- 
ate My suggestions are to be unheeded

Eaton came here 2 or 3 months ago 
with a view of influencing the Pres- 
ident to select men of high character. 
Eaton had been identified for some 
time with tariff reform when 4a 
Senator. The President listened very 
carefully to everything Eaton saw fit 
to recommend and told him if he 
would select Democratic names he 
would nominate them. Eaton said.he 
would not presutiie to do even that 
much, but if the President would 
nomisate just one man selected by 
him it would be all he would care to 
ask. To this the President gave 
ready consent. Eaton then suggested 
Groesbeck of Ohio as one of the best 
men in that State and a prominent 
reventie refotmer. ‘The President 
promised to appoint Groesbeck: but 
apparently forgot it.

Russian Affairs. 
St, PeterssbuRG, June 16. 
Count Toster having refused to as- 
sume the responsibility of the direc- 
tion of the police, the department will 
be divided into two sections and a 
Ministry of Police will. be created. 
This’ will virtually be a revival of 
the detested third section tnder 
another name, General Treporfen 


will probally be placed at the head of 
the new ministry. General Ignatieff’s 
parting interview with the Emperor 
was very cordial. ‘‘Sire,” said Igna- 
tieff, “a year agolI told you that at 
the first sign of distrust I would te- 
sign. Iam about to keep my word.” 
The Empetor protested and declared 
that lie liad no distrust of the General 
aod hopel that the personai relations 
between them would continue friend- 
ly. On Ignatieff leaving, he accom- 
panied him to the door and even in- 
on. on his seeing the Empress, who 1p 
conséquence of the near approach of 
her confinement she had given up re- 
ceiving visitors, Ignatieff’s departure 
leaves power in the hands of a quar- 
tette composed of Ostrowsky, Minister 
of Demain; Delanoff, Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction; Tostoi, Minister of 
the Interior, who all three have been 
connected with the Moscow Gazette; 
and lastly, M. Kattleff, director of 
that organ. Pobedonostzeft and Tre- 
poff cannot fail to exercise considerable 
influence. Should Trepoff decline the 
ministry, of police it will no doubt be 
offered to General Teherevine. These 
appointments show plaialy the retro— 
grade intention of the Russian Gov- 
eroment. General [ynatieff's project 
is instituting a kind of Council Gen- 
eral all over the country uoder the 
name of Semski Seabor, and is thus 
making a bold step toward the intro- 
duction of parliamentary representa- 
tion, which will have little chance of 
realization for a long time to come. 
The change in the ministry continues 
to preoccupy the public mind. Its 
suddenness surprised everyone, but 
more especially General Ignatieff him- 
self, whe at nooo Sunday was ignorant 
that the decree ¢nd name of his suc- 
cessor would appear next day. The 
general opinivn to-day is that the 
Jews will gain nothing by the change, 
but quit the country. An energetic 
Minister is replaced by one who is 
equally detested, and one who when 
he left office two years ago had not 
fifteen partisans in the Empire. The 
Golos publishes an article against Gen. 
Ignatietf and says his year ef power 
isa year lost for the Empire. Count 
Woronzoff demands that the new 
Minister shall formulate a programme. 
The Journal de St. Petersburg, which 
is subventioned by Count Tostoi, can’t 
conceal its joy, but, however, says 
nothing against Gen. Ignatieff. The 
Nouv Vremya, Gen. Ignatieff’s organ, 
says that Russia will soon feel his 
loss, but admits that the new Minister, 
like the old, is no friend to the Gov- 
ernment. All the journals that ex- 
pressed their joy when Count Tostoi 
resigned two years ago are alarmed, 
and feel their existence menaced. 


Egyptiao Affairs. 
ALEXANDRIA, June 16. 
Dervish Pasha expresses full con- 
fidence in the lvyalty of the Egyptian 
troops. The Turkish troops, however,

LODE CLAIMS. 
Information fof the Benefit of an in- 
quifing Subscriber. 

Mining claims upon veins or lodes 
of quartz or other rock in place, 
bearing gold, silver, cinnabar, lead, 
tin, copper or other valuable deposits 
heretofore located, shall be governed 
as to length along the vein or lode by 


the customs, regulations and law in 
force at the date of their location. A 
mining claim located after the 10tb 
day of May, 1872, whether located by 
one or more persons, may equal, but 
sha.l not exceed, 1,500 feet in length 
along the vein or lode; but no location 
of a mining claim shall be made until 
the discovery of the vein or lode within 
the limits of the claim located. No 
claim shall extend more than 300 feet 
on éach side of the middle of the vein 
at the surface, nor shall any claim be 
limited by any mining regulation to 
less than twenty five feet on each side 
of the middle of the vein at the sur- 
face, except where adverse rights 
existing on the 10th day of May, 1872, 
render such limitation necessary. The 
end lines of each claim shall be paral- 
lel to each uther. 


For Housewives. 
An @x perieuced cabinet maker says 
that the best preparation for cleaning 
picture frames and restoring furniture, 


especially that somewhat marred aod 
scratched, is a mixture of three parts 
of linseed oil and one part spirits of 
turpentine. It not only covers the 
distigured surface, but restores wood 
to its original color, leaving a luster 
upon the surface.

Cleaning Lime Choked Pipes. 
Feed, water and other pipes fre- 
quently become choked with lime in- 
crustation, causing great annoyance. 


The follewing plan has been suggested 
asaremedy: After plugging one end 
up securely, pour the pipe full of coal 
oil, letting it stand over night, when 
the whole mass will probably, slide 
out. Pipes have been cleared of in- 
crusted matter in this manner which 
before were regarded as useless.
